I'd like to speak briefly for my
reasons for supporting it.

As a co-sponsor of the original bill and as someone who
has had positive experience with Maine State Housing
programs over the years and, in particular, a recent project in
one of my area towns that worked out extremely well for low-
income seniors, making available to them affordable homes in
a much more pleasant and home-like environment than they
might otherwise have found. This bill was on the
Appropriations Table when we left here in June. | had been
approached by a member of the administration asking if we
could be, on my side of the aisle, supportive. And | was a little
reluctant because we're right in the middle of discussions on a
budget and a bond package, and the bill as proposed would
have allowed for a $20 million a year credit over a four-year
period starting in the next biennium. | agreed to work on
something that stretched that out a bit and provided for a
lesser level of fiscal loss in the upcoming biennium and that is
the product that is before us today.

It allows for a $10 million credit over an eight-year period
and provides for other provisions that address the priority
population. And we all know of areas in our regions and our
districts that are crying out for affordable housing stock for
people who are in their declining years can no longer live in
their houses but need something short of assisted living or
nursing home care. And that is exactly what this proposal
would do, by allowing $10 million a year of approvable
authorizations over an eight-year period and limiting the
amount that would be lost in revenue forecast starting in the
upcoming biennium. And | would make a point of saying to
you in full disclosure, there is a cost involved here in that there
would be an $8.7 million loss of General Fund revenue starting
in FY22. However, my experience with the project locally and
in talking with many of the folks with Maine State Housing and
the development community, is that this might be one of those
rare examples of a dynamic fiscal note wherein the investment
costs and the ultimate transfer of many properties that were
nontaxable into new taxable programs locally and the credit
that would be allowed would be at least partially offset by the
increased economic activity.
